REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

January  31,  1954 

To  the  voters  of  the  School  District  of  Deerfield, 
N.  H.: 

It  is  the  feeling  of  your  board,  that  we  should  make 
a  brief  written  report  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  town, 
summarizing  the  highlights  of  the  past  year,  and  also 
some  of  the  problems  facing  the  district,  with  regards 
to  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  school. 

As  you  well  remember,  you  voted  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  to  cover  a  deficit  in  the  1952-53  school  year. 
May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  you  that  none 
of  the  present  board  were  in  office  when  that  deficit  was 
incurred. 

However,  in  compiling  the  reports,  and  the  record 
of  payments  for  the  1952-53  school  year,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  the  reason  for  the  deficit,  lies  in  the  over- 
enthusiasm  of  the  board,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
to  improve  the  school  system.  A  fourth  teacher  was 
added,  for  which,  funds  were  not  available,  and  some 
new  equipment  was  added.  After  all  this  was  done, 
misfortune  hit,  in  the  failure  of  the  sewage  disposal 
system,  and  extra  money  was  needed  to  correct  the 
trouble. 

So  much  for  the  deficit. 

On  April  21,  1953,  Mrs,  Sally  Richardson  resigned 
from  the  board,  and  Mr.  J.  Warren  Adams  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  her  unexpired  term.  Mrs.  Doris  Ander- 
son was  elected  Chairman  of  the  board. 

On  Wednesday,  September  9,  1953,  school  opened, 
with  three  new  teachers,  Mrs.  Hazel  Stevenson  in  the 
1st  and  2nd  grades ;  Mrs.  Ursala  Jensen  in  the  5th  and 
6th  grades ;  and  Mr.  Charlie  Mayo  in  the  7th  and  8th 
grades,  and  also  as  principal.  Miss  Jean  McKenney, 
our  only  holdover  from  last  year  is  teaching  the  3rd 
and  4th  grades. 

School  had  been  in  operation  less  than  a  week, 
when  the  water  system  failed.    Mr.  Sly  of  Northwood, 


who  installed  the  pump,  was  called  in,  and  reported 
that  the  possible  solution  to  the  problem  would  be  to 
add  145  feet  more  of  pipe  into  the  well.  He  stated  at 
the  time  that  the  possible  cause  of  the  failure  was  the 
rapid  lowering  of  the  water  table,  due  to  the  drought. 

There  seemed  no  other  solution,  so,  in  fear  and 
trepidation,  your  board  proceeded  to  instruct  Mr.  Sly 
to  do  as  he  had  advised. 

After  the  pipe  was  added,  the  water  problem 
seemed  solved.  We,  the  board,  hope  that  it  is,  but  you 
should  be  warned  that  it  might  occur  again.  What  will 
be  the  solution  in  that  case?  Would  we  be  compelled 
to  buy  water?    If  so,  where  could  we  buy  it? 

Drilling  another  well  at  that  location  doesn't  seem 
feasible,  in  view  of  the  distance  the  last  one  went. 
Neighboring  property  owners  are  running  against  the 
same  problem. 

We  should  consider  a  possible  solution  before  any- 
thing more  happens. 

Another  serious    problem  facing  the  district  is    the 
condition  of  the  windows  in  the  school  building. 

Rain  beats  in  around  the  windows  during  every 
storm,  and  will  ruin  the  floor  if  allowed  to  continue. 
Furthermore,  it  is  wrong  to  subject  children  to  the 
soaking  that  they  get  during  a  windy  rainy  day.  Your 
board  is  contacting  several  contractors  for  estimates 
for  the  repair  of  these  windows,  and  hopes  to  be  able 
to  report  to  the  district  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

In  September  your  board  was  approached  with  an 
offer  to  buy  the  South  Road  Schoolhouse,  which  the  dis- 
trict failed  to  sell  at  Public  Auction  because  of  a  claim 
of  ownership  by  Miss  Rose  Crosby. 

After  considerable  thought  and  research,  the 
board  offered  to  give  a  Quit  Claim  Deed  on  the  proper- 
ty. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Duncan  paid  the  district  the 
sum  of  $600.00,  and  the  board  gave  them  a  Quit  Claim 
Deed. 

As  you  will  recall,  the  Annual  School  District 
Meeting   of   March    1953   voted   an    appropriation    of 


$35,000.00  for  the  school  year  1953-54. 

Your  board  has  had  to  scrimp  and  cut  corners  to 
make  it  go  around.  The  water  supply  failure  alone, 
caused  us  to  spend  the  sum  of  $233.00,  an  item  which 
we  could  not  foresee. 

Your  board  has  decided  to  forego  their  salaries, 
and  to  ask  for  volunteers  to  act  as  election  officials, 
thereby  saving  enough  to  meet  the  extra  expense. 

Barring  some  other  unpredictable  emergency,  we 
believe  we  will  be  able  to  complete  the  school  year  with 
the  $35,000.00  provided. 

We  respectfully  submit  the  sum  of  $600.00  re- 
ceived from  the  disposal  of  the  South  Road  School- 
house.  It  is  your  money,  and  your  privilege  to  say 
what  will  be  done  with  it.  You  may  apply  it  to  the 
1954-55  budget,  if  you  so  desire,  or  make  any  other  use 
of  it,  but  it  is  the  hope  of  the  school  board,  that  you  will 
allow  us  to  use  it  toward  the  repairs  of  the  windows  of 
the  school. 

Perhaps  this  sum  would  be  sufficient  to  fix  those 
on  at  least  one  of  the  back  rooms,  maybe  even  two.  We 
cannot  say,  as  yet,  because  we  will  have  to  get  esti- 
mates first.  However,  it  is  for  the  voters  to  decide,  and 
your  board  will  gladly  comply  with  your  decision. 

The  budget  figures  which  appear  in  this  report, 
are,  in  our  opinion  the  lowest  ones  that  can  be  raised, 
and  at  the  same  time  care  for  the  successful  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  school  system,  and  meet  the  de- 
mands we  are  compelled  to  meet  under  the  State  Su- 
pervisory System. 

We  assure  you  that  there  has  been  no  padding  of 
items  to  allow  for  spending  in  other  places.  This  is  an 
honest,  pared-to-the-bone  estimation  of  the  amounts 
needed  to  operate  our  school  for  the  year  1954-55.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

February  1,   1954 
To  the  School  Board  of  Deerfield : 

May  I  present  my  seventh  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Deerfield  and  take  the  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing ail  members  who  have  served  during  the  past  year 
for  the  understanding  so  generously  given  as  well  as 
the  sincere  help  in  an  attempt  to  solve  the  problems 
of  the  district. 

After  the  close  of  school  in  June  it  was  necessary 
to  replace  three  members  of  the  teaching  staff.  Mr. 
Pasqualetti  moved  to  the  schools  in  Manchester,  Mr. 
Theodoras  was  elected  to  the  schools  in  Hampton,  and 
Miss  Morrill  was  married  and  moved  back  to  the  north 
country.  These  teachers  were  replaced  by  Mr.  Charlie 
T.  Mayo  of  North  Carolina  as  principal  and  teacher  in 
Grades  7  and  8 ;  Mrs.  Ursula  Jensen  of  Manchester  was 
elected  to  teach  Grades  5  and  6;  and  Mrs.  Hazel  W. 
Stevenson  of  East  Rochester  became  the  teacher  in 
Grades  1  and  2.  Miss  Jean  McKenney  returned  to 
teach  in  Grades  3  and  4. 

It  might  be  worthy  of  note  to  say  that  in  the  face 
of  ever  increasing  salaries,  not  only  in  this  Union,  but 
also  in  the  entire  State,  the  Board  was  very  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  elect  for  the  salaries  available,  teachers  to 
fill  these  vacancies,  at  least  for  this  year. 

Both  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hadley,  the  school  lunch  su- 
pervisor, and  Mr.  Elmer  Hadley,  the  school  custodian, 
returned  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  Septem- 
ber. And  you  must  know  that  the  personnel  of  the 
School  Board  has  changed  since  the  district  meeting 
last  March  when  Mrs.  Doris  Anderson,  Mrs.  Sally 
Richardson,  and  Mr.  Preston  B.  Wares  made  up  the 
Board.  Since  that  time  and  at  the  writing  of  this 
report  the  Board  consists  of  Mr.  Preston  B.  Wares  as 
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Chairman,  Mr.  J.  Warren  Adams,  and  Mrs.  Lucy 
Muller.  Mr.  Adams  and  Mrs.  Muller  were  appointed 
to  the  Board  because  of  resignations  and  must  either 
run  for  the  Board  in  March  or  be  replaced  by  others. 

In  setting  up  the  program  for  the  year  and  for  the 
future,  the  Board  has  voiced  a  desire  to  continue  to 
promote  and  encourage  the  teaching  of  the  fundamen- 
tals of  a  basic  education  including  especially  the  real 
factors  of  reading,  facility  in  handwriting,  the  essen- 
tial principles  of  arithmetic,  the  understanding  of  the 
humanities,  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizenship,  the 
wish  for  clean  and  healthful  living,  and  a  real  under- 
standing of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  substitute  for  good, 
honest,  hard  work.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  have  the 
help  of  all  parents  and  friends  of  the  school  in  this  un- 
dertaking, bearing  in  mind  that  unless  children,  par- 
ents, and  teachers  act  as  a  team,  the  goals  and  hopes  as 
well  as  the  desires  of  all  concerned  cannot  be  attained. 

The  schools  of  today  on  all  levels  and  in  all  fields 
are  being  criticized  sharply  because  of  subversive  at- 
titudes and  "progressive"  ideas.  This  may  or  may  not 
be  true  in  some  areas,  but  the  blame  cannot  be  laid  en- 
tirely to  the  school  and  the  personnel  associated  vdth 
it  who  have  spent  vast  amounts  of  time  and  money  to 
become  prepared  for  a  teaching  career  in  the  schools  of 
the  land.  Nor  should  the  blame  be  focused  too  search- 
ingly  on  the  home  and  the  parents  who  desire  the  best 
for  their  children  in  the  face  of  ever  increasing  costs. 

Teamwork  in  any  democratic  adventure  is  one  of 
the  most  potent  factors  in  the  search  for  better  living 
and  a  full  life  and,  without  doubt,  is  vital  to  success  to 
both  the  school  and  the  home  in  the  quest  for  education. 
But  education  is  dependent  to  the  highest  degree  upon 
the  ability  of  parents  and  friends  to  pay  for  these  de- 
sired principles  so  essential  to  every  citizen  in  modern 
society. 
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It  would  seem  to  follow,  then,  that  what  is  desired 
must  be  tempered  and  carefully  weighed  against  the 
needs  and  necessities  of  life  as  well  as  the  ability  to 
meet  the  bill  for  these  needs.  Then  and  only  then  can 
we  guarantee  to  our  children  a  present  and  future  to 
which  every  child  in  the  town  is  entitled  as  a  citizen  of 
these  United  States. 

Therefore,  having  determined  to  some  degree  the 
wants  as  well  as  needs  of  the  children  of  the  town,  the 
next  most  important  and  direct  factor  in  any  under- 
taking is  the  budget  or  the  estimated  cost  for  carry- 
ing out  the  educational  goals. 

When  a  budget  is  compiled  all  available  data  is  as- 
sembled and  used  to  get  the  most  accurate  picture  pos- 
sible. This  has  been  carefully  done  with  the  1954-55 
school  budget.  Enrollments,  personnel,  administrative 
costs,  salaries,  insurance,  maintenance,  transportation, 
tuition,  repairs,  replacements,  equipment,  and  debt 
are  most  of  the  items  that  come  in  for  very  careful 
scrutiny.  These  items  were  checked,  weighed,  and  care- 
fully compared  with  previous  budgets  as  well  as  year- 
ly expenditures  past  and  present  until  a  final  figure  has 
been  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  as  the  necessary  total 
for  the  school  year  1954-55.  In  this  budget  there  are 
three  very  important  items  upon  which  your  attention 
should  be  focused  and  two  of  them  are  almost  beyond 
reduction  since  the  amounts  are  set  for  the  most  part 
by  forces  beyond  our  control. 

1.  Tuition.  According  to  our  tuition  payments 
to  date  it  will  have  cost  the  district  about  $10,290.  If 
you  will  recall  or  consult  the  town  report  for  last  year, 
you  will  note  that  the  Board  estimated  $12,000  for  this 
item.  On  the  surface  it  would  seem  that  the  estimate 
was  not  too  close.  However,  during  the  year  two 
youngsters  left  Raymond  at  $300  each  or  $600;  and 
three  children  left  Coe-Brown  Academy  at  $290.52  or 
$871.56.    These  five  children  total  to  a  reduced  cost  of 
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$1,471.52.  Since  budget  estimates  must  take  into  con- 
sideration all  possible  and  probable  tuition  pupils,  by 
subtracting  the  reduced  cost  from  the  total  estimate, 
the  balance  would  show  $238.48  which  is  about  the 
cost  of  the  tuition  of  one  pupil,  who  might  have  attend- 
ed. In  other  words,  after  figuring  totals  last  year  this 
item  was  just  under  one  pupil's  tuition.  I  think  you 
will  agree  that  this  was  a  very  fine  job  of  budget  mak- 
ing. For  the  1954-55  budget  the  Board  has  estimated 
the  amount  to  be  $11,000  only  after  figuring  the  gradu- 
ates from  each  secondary  school  and  the  possible  new 
students  entering  high  school  from,  the  White  school, 
and  this  does  not  take  into  consideration  an  increase  in 
the  tuition  rate  at  both  Manchester  and  Coe-Brown 
Academy.  However,  there  is  one  bright  star  in  the 
horizon,  Raymond  has  set  its  tuition  rate  at  the  same 
figure,  $300. 

2.  Transportation.  It  is  costing  the  district 
$4,670  for  transportation  this  year  and  the  original 
budget  last  year  called  for  $4,800.  The  balance,  $130, 
will  be  used  for  emergencies.  The  Board  is  asking  for 
$5,100.  If  it  costs  the  district  the  same  as  this  year, 
the  balance  will  be  used  for  emergencies,  but  should  it 
be  found  that  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  length  of 
the  routes  or  add  a  new  one,  $130  will  be  inadequate 
and  a  deficit  will  occur,  hence  the  $5,100. 

3.  Teachers'  Salaries.  This  item  is  very  contro- 
versial in  that  every  teacher  and  every  district  in  the 
state  is  salary  conscious.  This  problem  is  not  confined 
to  Deerfield  alone,  it  is  state  and  nation  wide.  It  is 
proposed  that  this  figure  be  raised  to  $11,000  in  the 
1954-55  budget.  This  increase  stems  from  the  fact  that 
since  most  of  our  teachers  were  new  to  the  school  and, 
in  one  or  two  instances,  desired  to  return  to  the  teach- 
ing profession  after  some  years  in  retirement,  felt  that 
the  salaries  offered  were  fair  under  the  circumstances. 
Therefore,  we  were  able  to  get  them  even  below  the 
lowest  salary  paid  in  the  rest  of  the  Union  as  well  as 
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below  the  State  average. 


For  next  year  the  district  can  follow  three  courses 
— either  raise  salaries  on  a  par  as  compared  to  the 
rest  of  the  Union  which  will  raise  the  amount  to  the 
suggested  budget  total  for  salaries,  stand  pat  on  this 
year's  salaries  and  again  go  searching  for  new  teach- 
ers, or  affect  a  compromise  by  splitting  the  difference 
between  what  they  want  and  what  you  will  give  and 
hope  that  they  will  return  in  September. 

In  checking  the  rest  of  the  budget  you  will  note 
that  reductions  have  really  been  made  all  along  the 
line  as  compared  to  the  original  budget  of  1953-54  with 
some  drastic  cuts  in  some  instances. 

I  would  like  to  take  a  moment  to  commend  the 
Board  on  its  desire  to  stay  within  the  $35,000  which 
was  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  1953-54  school 
year  and  hope  that  in  so  doing  the  taxpayers  under- 
stand and  will,  perhaps,  grant  and  raise  the  estimate 
shown  in  the  budget  for  1954-55. 

Again  may  I  thank  all  persons  and  organizations 
of  the  town  for  kindnesses  shown  me  in  my  attempt  to 
face  and  solve  the  ever  mounting  problems  which  con- 
front the  schools  of  the  district.

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EXPLANATION  OF  PURCHASES  UNDER 
ITEM  NUMBERS 

Items  1,  2,  3,  and  4  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  5,  includes  expenditures  for  travel,  tele- 
phone, and  for  supplies  of  materials  used  for  admin- 
istration as  well  as  freight  and  cartage  thereon.  The 
usual  supplies  are  ink,  carbon  paper,  printed  forms, 
vouchers,  ledgers  and  other  materials  which  once  used 
are  actually  consumed,  or  do  not  last  more  than  five 
years. 

Item  6,  includes  teachers'  salaries,  plus  with- 
holding tax,  retirement.  Blue  Cross,  etc. 

Item  7,  includes  cost  of  books  for  pupils,  cost  of 
films,  film  strips,  pictures,  charts,  maps,  photograph 
records,  sheet  music,  globes,  small  musical  instru- 
ments, and  other  instructional  aids  that  last  more  than 
two  years. 

Item  8,  includes  workbooks,  tests,  chalk,  ink,  pen- 
cils, pens,  fasteners,  carbon  paper,  rubber  stamps, 
typewriting  supplies,  magazines,  newspapers,  etc. 

Item  10,  includes  diplomas,  expenditures  for  grad- 
uation, speakers,  repair  and  replacement  of  maps,  ref- 
erence books,  flags,  flag  ropes,  flag  staffs,  rentals  of 
instructional  materials,  testing  services,  travel,  and 
telephone  service,  and  freight  and  cartage  on  the  same. 

Items  11  and  12  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  13,  includes  light  bill,  janitor's  supplies;  for 
example,  electric  light  bulbs,  toilet  supplies  such  as 
soap,  paper,  towels,  sweeping  compounds,  brooms  and 
mops. 

Item  14,  includes  painting,  replacing  broken  win- 
dows, and  all  repairs  to  mechanical  equipment  such  as 
plumbing,  heat,  light,  ventilation,  and  repairs  to  pipe 
lines,  and  heating  plants.     It  includes  repairs  to  equip- 
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ment  not  built  into  the  building  such  as  desks,  chairs, 
projector,  etc.  Also  includes  all  labor  not  performed 
by  regular  custodial  staff. 

Item  15  includes  all  expenditures  for  medical, 
dental,  and  nurse  service  in  the  nature  of  inspection, 
first  aid,  weighing,  etc. 

Items  16  and  17  are  self  explanatory. 

Item  18  is  the  hot  lunch  program. 

The  balance  of  the  items  are  understandable,  with 
the  possible  exception  of  Item  23,  which  includes  port- 
able blackboards,  bookcases,  chairs,  desks,  filing  cabi- 
nets, refrigerators,  etc.
